Madison, and J. C. Hardgrove, Mil- 
waukee, who represented 
Gover- 


nor-elect Julius P. Heil in a pre- 
vious unsuccessful request to have 
the supreme court assume original 
jurisdiction in the controversy over 
control of state finances. 


The attorneys filed a 
petition 


asking the high court for leave to 
bring a new original action. 
A 


hearing on the petition will be held 
at 9 a. m. Friday. 


Funds Held Up 


The release of the allotments was 


held up pending the decision of the 
high court as to whether it will 
take original jurisdiction. 


Rector and Hardgrove said they 


had been unable to obtain any as- 
surance from Dammann or Levitan, 
or the special counsel representing 
them, that they would appeal from 
the decision of Judge Reis, who pre 
sided in a mandamus 
proceeding 


brought against the officials on be- 
half of Governor LaFollette. 


They said "that the lack of such 


assurance wag.tbeir-ieasoa lor .tak- 
ing the case'to the supreme court.' 


There also is pending an appca' 


by Zimmerman from Judge Reis' 
ruling that the secretary of state- 
elect could not be entered as a par- 
ty in the mandamus action. 


The request for original jurisdic- 


tion by the high court, if granted 
will take precedence over this ap- 
peal.

which was attacked by anti-Italian 
French demonstrators last night, 
were placed under heavy day and 
night guard. 


The military territory 
on the 


southern Tunisian frontier, border- 
ing Italian Libya, remained closed 
to all except the French military— 
as it normally is. Vague rumors of 
troop movements in the area—500 
miles from Tunis—could not be 
confirmed. 


Despite the continued disorders 


and tension growing out of the 
Italian campaign for French terri- 
tory around the Mediterranean, of- 
ficials insisted reports showed "ev 
erything quiet" on the border be- 
tween Tunisia and Italian Libya.

Madison Wis. — The counties of 


Wisconsin, despite the fact

their relief and corporate purpose 
issues have increased rapidly in 
the last few years, have reduced 
their total long-term indebtedness 
from $81.447,740 in 1933 to $73,717.762 
at the close of 1937, the state tax 
commission showed today. 


Principal obligations of Wiscon- 


sin counties are for highways and 
bridges, which account for $28,222,- 
970 of the total today, the largest 
single item. Relief borrowing in- 
creased from slightly more than $5.- 
000,000 five years ago to almost $11.- 
000,000 at the close of last year's 
business. Reductions were heavy in 


bonds for courthouses, highways 
and bridles, and other construction 
work. 


County indebtedness consists of 


bonds and state trust fund loans, 
and amounts to almost half of the 
total public indebtedness in the 
state. 


Typical Counties 


Brown and Outagamie counties, 


like most of their neighbors in that 
area, are typical in the classification 
of debts according to purpose. Outa- 
game county has $675,000 in bonds 
outstanding, according to the tax 
commission, of which $600,000 is 
represented in highways and bridg- 
es, and $75,000 in borrowing for the 
county asylum and home. Brown 
county's debt stands at $1,149.000, of 
which $024,000 was used for high- 
ways and bridges, and $225.000 for 
the county asylum and home.

"job security" is even more impor- 
tant in some respects than "social 
security." as the phrase is nowa- 
days used. The fact that the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers has come to recognize "job se- 
curity" as an obligation of indus- 
try is evidence that the true causes 
of Industrial unrest in America are 
at last being recognized.

This makes it all the more neces- 
sary that mutual faith shall be built 
up as between rival groups, and es- 
pecially between workers and em- 
ployers. Fundamental honesty is 
lauded all too frequently, but not 
applied in many concrete instances 
where persons in authority 
deal 


with workers. Great opportunities 
for better personnel relations, and 
especially better human relations 
lie ahead in the field of industry, 
irrespective of changes in the laws 
governing collective bargaining. 


Personal Honesty 


It seems a commonplace to say 


that a declaration in favor of per- 
sonal honesty on both the labor and 
the management side is more im- 
portant nowadays than any lip-ser- 
vice to abstract principles. Where 
employers have actually been on 
the level in negotiations and where 
labor leaders have seen-the nego- 
tiations conducted in a truly on- 
the-level manner, disputes have 
been known to disappear and mu- 
tually beneficial relations 
result. 


Bitterness, emotion, and class hates 
have produced emotional disturb- 
ances leading to threats of strikes, 
and actual strikes. More than ever 
it would seem that the introduction 
of a spirit of honest and frank deal- 
ing, instead of technical, quibbling 
negotiation, would help to bring 
about those mutually satisfactory 
labor relations which alone can in- 
crease production and give private 
enterprise a chance to earn the 
profits out of which capital can be 
invested in order to create more 
and more jobs

WHO'S A LIBERAL NOW? 


In his North Carolina address the

eral program. 


Mr. Roosevelt occupies so many posi- 


, tions. He is titular head of the Dcmo- 
' cratic party and President of the United 
. States, but he also claims to be fuehrer 


of the liberals. In time we may come, as 


• did people in other days, to give our 
.leaders their full names and complete 
titles even if it takes half a page. And 
if the king of Italy becomes sharply in- 
sulted unless referred to also as the Em- 
peror of Ethiopia there is no good reason 
why cur worthy president shouldn't be 
entitled to all his various • badges of au- 
thority. 


In respect to the liberals, however, Mr. 


Roosevelt does not occupy as sound a po- 
sition as the Italian king .toward Ethiopia. 
It is evident that the liberals arc turning 
upon the President, not because of any 
loss of faith in liberalism but that they 
believe the President's brand is counter- 
feit. 


Mr. Roosevelt has studiously avoided 


submitting any genuinely practical def- 
inition of liberalism except that it is some- 
thing he approves.

President. 


Instances like these might be multi- 


plied a hundredfold. We have no genuine

"NEVER AGAIN" TO BE FREE 


At Reichenberg the German dictator 


brought to the assembled thousands the 
message that German youths "never again 
will be free in'their whole lives" and 
quickly added that "they are happy in 
this state." 


The Fuehrer then divulged that the 


Nazi plan envisages a race completely 
molded to its concepts of life by expelling 
from contact with children as they de- 
velop those institutions that have preached 
peace and concord and sought to develop 
understanding and tolerance. 


The Nazi conception thus pressed upon 


the German people is at war with 6,000 
years of history, and by the cemeteries 
of the billions of dead and the crumbled 
monuments erected to Attilas and Genghis 
Khans, it must falter and perish. 


Many centuries before Christ, Confu- 


cius, the great Chinese scholar, said, "An 
oppressive 
government 
is more to be 


feared than a tiger." And not many gen- 
erations ago Ruskin warned his fellow- 
men that "There is in the human heart an 
inextinguishable instinct, the love of pow- 
er, which, rightly directed, maintains all 
the majesty of life and law, and, mis- 
directed, wrecks them." 


We do not marvel that a man or group 


of men blunder in their conceptions of the 
human race as do Hitler and his associ- 
ates, the surprising thing is that they have 
so maneuvered a great and powerful peo- 
ple that they now control them abjectly. 


That they can continue to thus rein 


a nation as one drives a horse and stim- 
ulate with whip or spur is as impossible 
of long continuity as the twin govern- 
ment ac Moscow. It is more than flesh can 
bear when it is known that others do not 
bear it. 


Neither of these governments is actu- 


ally aimed at benefiting the people. Each 
is aimed at some wrong or injustice of 
the past and the thirst for revenge, a 
thirst that continues even after the evil 
influences have been removed by death, is 
the real driving power.

has been 


trained to recognize cases that need 
a physician's care. 


Every time a pupil is absent from

After tak- 
ing the oath, the witness was asked 
his name. He replied, "Ben Beach- j 
kofski, but call me 'Beach'."

During presentation of his 
testimony, the defendant outlined 
in detail his exact movements 
throughout the afternoon. He said 
he cashed his check and drank two 
beers at the Dug Out tavern, Nee- 
nah, early in the afternoon.

A 
revival of the pioneer spirit which 
conquered the territory of the pres- 
ent United States will, under mor- 
al guidance and efficient 
educa-

Paper History at 


Rotary Meeting 


Dr. Martin Downs of Thil- 


many's Is Speaker at 


Club Luncheon 


Kaukauna—The development of 


paper making from the days of the 
Chinese to present times was des- 
cribed to the Kaukauna Rotary club 
yesterday noon at Hotel Kaukauna 
by Dr. Martin Downs, chief chem- 
ist of the Thilmany Pulp and Pa- 
per company. A modern plant must 
aroduce not merely rolls of paper, 
aut a product to be sold according 
to specification and function, with 
each type suited to a particular 
use. Dr. Downs said. 


The Chinese first made paper by 


hand in 105 A. D., the speaker be- 
gan, with the 
process reaching 


Egypt in 800 and Spain in 1100, 
from where it finally got to Eng- 
land about 1500. In England it 
was first produced commercially 
with waste rags as the raw ma- 
terial. 
1st add Chemist relates 14 


"At this time the average result 


of a 14-hour working day was about 
100 pounds of paper, while at pres- 
ent 4 men will produce 300 tons, 
a ratio of 1 to 2,000, the chemist 
said in comparing the increases in 
rate of production. The first pa- 
tent for making a containuous sheet 
was taken out in 1799 in France, 
under a process which would pro- 
duce sheets about 45 feet long. Mod- 
ern machines may run for a week 
without stopping, Dr. Downs again 
compared. 


New Processes 


The real dawn of modern paper- 


making came about 1850 when pro- 
cesses for making paper of -ma- 
terial other than waste rags were 
discovered. The use of wood chips 
cooked with caustic soda came into 
being, and later the sulphite and 
craft processes were invented. The 
first lease on the Milphile process, 
patented in Germany, was held in

Mark Antony won a war against 


Armenia, but he did not go to 
Rome to celebrate it. He decided 
to hold his Triumph in Alexandria, 
where Cleopatra ruled as queen. 


At the 
head of the 
parade 


marched 
Roman 
soldiers, 
each 


carrying a shield with a large let- 
ter "C". It is not known whether 
the "C" stood for Caesar or for 
Cleopatra. 
Next came Antony in 


a chariot drawn by four 
white 


steeds, with King Artavasdes of 
Armenia, in chains, walking near 
the chariot. 
Later followed Ar- 


menian prisoners and chariots fill- 
ed with the "spoils of war." 


Beside a temple sat Cleopatra 


on a golden throne, and Antony 
came before her, with the Armen- 
ian king. The king was told to 
bow down and honor her as the 
goddess Venus. 
' 


Although he had lost the war, 


King Artavasdes had not lost his 
proud spirit. He would not bow, 
but 
stood 
straight 
before the 


queen. 


This seemed like 
an 
"insult, 


but Antony and Cleopatra showed 
there was good in them. 
Instead 


of putting the king to death, they 
let him live, and treated him kind- 
ly while he was a prisoner in Alex- 
andria. 


Meanwhile Octavian was master 


of Italy. Letters passed between 
him and Antony, but they were 
not always friendly letters. One 
cause of dispute was over the 
booty from Antony's wars. 


At length war broke out, a civil 


war for mastery of the Roman em- 
pire. Antony had proved him?olf 
a more skillful general than Oc- 
tavian and might have won against 
him if it had been for two things 


One 
trouble 
was the loss of 


thousands of soldiers in a war 
against Parthia. This country lay 
southeast of the Caspian sea. and 
at the present day it forms a part 
of Persia. Antony had led a strong 
army into Parthia, but had failed 
to conquer it, in fact had lost more 
than two-thirds 
of his 
soldiers 


while trying to do so*. 


Having built up his forces once 


more, and enjoying the help of 
Egypt's army and navy, Antony 
might still have xvon had it not 
been for a personal fault. He had 
fallen into the hab't of drinking 
wine heavily, and often let it dull 
his brain.
